The  prothonotaries  or  clerks  of  the  supreme  court,  courts 
of  common  pleas,  of  the  courts  of  nisi  prius,  of  the  courts

after  the  date  thereof,  and  at  such  place  and  at  such  rate  of 
interest,  not  exceeding  seven  per  centum,  as  said  directors  may 
deem  best,  and  may  secure  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
interest  by  a  mortgage  on  the  said  road  and  franchises. 

Any  company  incorporated  under  this  act  shall 
have  authority  to  construct  such  branches  from  its  main  line 
as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  increase  its  business  and  accom- 
modate the  trade  and  travel  of  the  public.

whose  road  crosses  the  track  or  tracks  of  another  :  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  the  company  whose  road  crosses  the 
track  or  tracks  of  another  shall  keep  at  such  crossing  as 
many  persons  as  may  be  requisite  to  give  the  necessary  sig- 
nals to  prevent  accidents.

In  the  Senate  one  chief  clerk,  two  assistant  clerks, 
four  transcribing  clerks,  one  librarian,  one  sergeant-at-arms 
and  two  assistants,  one  door-keeper  and  two  assistants,  one 
messenger  and  two  assistants,  six  pasters  and  folders,  one 
superintendent  of  the  folding  room,  five  pages,  one  post-mas- 
ter, one  door-keeper  of  the  rotunda  and  one  fireman  ;  the  fire- 
man shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  Senate,  and 
the  pages  by  the  chief  clerk  thereof,  but  all  the  rest  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Senate  at  the  time  of  its  organization. 

Third.  One  engineer  to  be  appointed  by  the  clerks  of  the 
two  houses. 

Section  2.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  either  house  to  elect  Election  and 
any  more  or  other  oflScers  than  are  herein  enumerated,  until  payment  of  any 
an  act  or  joint  resolution  has  passed  both  houses  authorizing  ™o''e  or  other 
such  change  or  increase,  and  been  duly  signed  b}'  the  governor,  officers  prohibi- 
and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  state  ti'easurer  to  pay  any  thorizedbylaw. 
other  or  more  officers  for  either  house,  whose  election  or  ap- 
pointment was  not  authorized  by  law  prior  to  their  election 
or  appointment;  and  if  anj^  officer  of  either  house  shall  ap- 
point or  authorize  the  appointment  of  any  other  or  more  offi- 
cers than  are  authorized  by  this  act,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilt}- 
of  a  misdemeanor  in  office. 

Section  3  None  of  said  officers  shall  return  as  such  to  the  officers  who 
next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  except  the  chief  clerks,  the  shall  return  to 
assistant  clerks,  two  transcribing  clerks  for  each  house,  to  ^^^t  legislature 
ho.  designated  b}"  the  chief  clerk,  the  librarian,  the  sergeant- 
at-arms,  the  door-keeper,  the  engineer,  the  fireman,  the  mes- 
senger and  the  post-master  of  each  house,  and  the  state  trea- 
surer shall  not  pay  any  other  or  more  officers  than  these  under 
any  joint  resolution  or  bill  to  pay  the  retiring  officers  of  the 
legislature  ;  and  the  retiring  transcribing  clerks  herein  author- 
ized to  return  as  such  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature, 
shall  be  paid  only  upon  presentation  of  an  order  to  so  return 
from  the  chief  clerk  of  their  respective  houses. 

Section  4.  The  compensation  and  allowance  to  the  officers  Compensation, 
of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  shall  be  as  follows,  viz  : 
The  chief  clerks  of  each  house  shall  receive  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  the-  assistant  clerks  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  the  transcribing  clerks,  postmasters  and  assistants 
and  librarians  eight  hundred  dollars  each,  and  the  other  offi- 
cers named  in  this  act,  except  the  pages,  shall  each  receive  six 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  pages  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each.  At  each  extra  and  adjourned  session  all  of  these 
officers  shall  receive,  in  addition,  three  dollars  per  diem  each 
and  no  more.  This  compensation  and  per  diem  shall  be  in 
full  of  all  allowances,  and  no  additional  allowances  shall  be 
made  for  mileage,  stationery,  or  for  anj-  other  purpose  what- 
ever ;  but  the  retiring  officers  hereinbefore  authorized  to  re- 
turn at  the  session  of  the  legislature  next  following  that  for 
which  they  were  elected,  and  who  shall  not  be  re-elected,  or

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  when  two  successive  grand  juries  in  any  county  of  this 
commonwealth  have  reported  in  favor  of  the  erection  or  re- 
pair of  public  buildings,  which  report  has  been  approved  by 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  such  county,  and  the  funds 
on  hand  in  the  county  treasury  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  de- 
fray the  necessary  expenses  of  the  erection  and  repair  of  said 
buildings,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  commissioners  to 
borrow  the  money  necessary,  and  issue  the  bonds   of  the 
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county  therefor,  in  amounts  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  with 
coupons  attached,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum,  which  bonds  shall  be  payable  not  more  than  ten  j'ears 
from  date,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  all  local  and 
municipal  purposes:  Provided^  That  before  such  loan  is  con- 
tracted the  commissioners  shall  present  a  statement  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  county  to  the  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions of  the  county,  and  secure  the  approval  of  such  court 
for  such  loan  :  Provided^  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
counties  of  Lehigh  and  Northampton.

the  state  to  drive  them  from  our  borders  : 

And  2vhereas,  During  these  invasions  and  the  movements 
of  the  armies  engaged  in  repelling  them,  and  especially  in  the 
three  days  of  battle  at  Gettysburg,  there  was  occasioned  great 
destruction,  devastation  and  loss  of  property  of  citizens  of 
said  counties : 

And  ivhereas,  These  losses  were  sustained  in  the  common 
cause  and  for  the  public  defence,  and  for  the  general  welfare 
of  the  whole  people  of  this  commonwealth,  and  it  is  reason- 
able and  proper  that  citizens  who  have  thus  suffered  should 
receive  generous  consideration  and  active  relief  from  this 
great  commonwealth ;  therefore.

river  or  other  stream  or  streams  designated  or  embraced  in 
this  act ;  neither  shall  it  be  lawful  to  fish  with  any  seine  or 
by  any  other  system  of  entrapping  in  numbers,  within  two 
hundred  yards  of  any  sluice  or  other  device  erected  for  the 
passage  of  fish  as  described  in  this  act,  or  upon  or  about  any 
dam  in  or  upon  which  such  sluice  shall  have  been  erected,  or 
to  draw  any  seine  or  net  in  any  of  the  said  rivers  or  streams 
within  one-half  mile  below  any  of  said  sluices,  or  to  use  any 
device  or  means  to  frighten  the  fish  or  spawn  or  frj',  or  oth- 
erwise to  prevent  their  free  passage  up  or  down  the  said 
streams  or  passage  ways  at  any  distance  whatever  from  said 
dams ;  and  any  person  oftending  against  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  their  aiders  or  abettors,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  l)e  fined  in  any 
sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  twelve  months,  one-half 
of  the  fine  above  mentioned  to  be  paid  to  the  informer  or 
complainant ;  information  may  be  laid  as  in  any  other  ease 
of  misdemeanor  by  any  citizen,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  the  district  in  which  the  ofl:ence  shall  be  committed ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  constables  in  their  townships,  wards 
or  districts  to  keep  special  watch,  and  make  return  of  any 
violation  of  this  law  to  each  and  every  court  of  quarter  ses- 
sions in  the  county  or  counties  in  and  for  which  they  may 
be  constable  or  consta.l)les,  as  in  the  case  of  other  misdemea- 
nors coming  within  the  line  of  the  duty  of  said  constables  as 
guardians  of  the  peace,  and  of  which  they  are  bound  to  take 
notice  and  make  return.

Congress  has  adopt- 
ed a  uniform  system  for  the  management  and  care  of  all  the  sol- 
diers' national  cemeteries  throughout  the  United  States,  and 
made  provision  for  their  maintenance  ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Fieipre&en' 
iaiicea  of  the  ConvnontceaUh  of  Pennsylcania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  liereby  enacted  by  tJw  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  board  of  commissioners  having  charge  and  care  of  Commissioners 
the  Soldiers'  National  Cemetery  at  Gettysburg,  are  hereby  in  charge  of 
authorized  and  empowered  to  transfer  all  the  right,  title,  in-  cemetery  au- 
terest  and  care  of  said  Soldiers'  National  Cemetery,  upon  the  transfer '!"

Whereas,  The  board  of  school  directors  of  Lewis  township. 
Union  county,  in  order  to  raise  its  quota  of  men  under  the 
last  call  for  troops  by  the  President,  levied  and  collected  a 
tax  for  that  purpose,  but  under  the  law  then  in  force  they 
could  not  lay  the  tax  for  more  than  would  pay  each  man  a 
bounty  of  four  hundred  dollars  :

And  ivhereas,  It  would  be  right  and  fair  that  the  persons 
who  contributed  to  the  sum  required  to  make  vip  the  excess 
aforesaid  should  have  the  amount  which  they  respectively 
paid  refunded  out  of  a  tax  laid  on  the  taxables  of  the  town- 
ship, in  order  to  equalize  the  bounties  among  all  alike  ;  there- 
fore.

Be  it  enactexl  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commomcealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly Viet,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  there  shall  be  an  additional  judge  of  the  several  courts 
in  the  Sixteenth  judicial  district,  who  shall  be  learned  in  the 
law ;  the  governor  shall  appoint  and  commission  some  suit- 
able person  to  act  as  such  additional  judge  until  an  election 
l3e  held  and  a  judge  elected  and  commissioned,  as  hereinafter

The  cit}' treasurer  shall  receive  all  taxes,  rates^ 
assessments,  levies  and  other  moneys  due  said  city;  no  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  except  the  same  shall  have 
been  previously  voted  by  said  select  and  common  councils  to- 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  drawn  ;  the  accounts  kept  by  the 
treasurer  shall  exhibit  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  city,  in  an  intelligible  manner,  in  which  the  particulars  of 
each  item  of  charge  and  discharge  shall  appear ;  the  treasurer 
shall  verify  his  account.^  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  finance- 
committee  once  a  month  ;  he  shall  not  lend,  pledge  or  in  any 
wa3"  use  the  said  money  for  his  private  gain  ;  and  all  interest 
accruing  on  the  deposit  or  keeping  of  said  money  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of  said  city. 

Section  14.  The  city  councils,  or  one  or  more  appointed 
by  them,  shall  supervise  and  cause  to  be-  repaired  and  kept  in 
good  order  the  public  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  courts,  street 
crossings  and  side-walks. 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  elected  b}^  the  citizens  one  per- 
son to  act  as  police  justice,  who  shall  be  elected  and  commis- 
sioned as  other  justices  of  the  peace  are,  who  shall  have  and 
exercise  the  criminal  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  sO' 
far  as  regards  otiences  of  whatever  nature  committed  in  the 
eity. 

Section  16.  The  voters  of  said  city  shall  elect  one  constable 
in  each  election  district,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  3'ear,  who

Section  1.  IJ/'-  it  enacted  bi/  the  Setuite  and  House  of  Bcpresen- 
tatiiea  of  the  Oymmomcealth  of  Peavaiflvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  ?>•  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  terms  of  service  of  the  present  members  of  the  board  Terms  of  pre- 
of  directors  of  the  common  schools  of  the  city  of  Lancaster,  sent  members 
shall  cease  and  expire  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April,  Anno  of  school  board. 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

Section  2.  That  on  the  fourth  Friday  in  March,  Anno  Eig^.tion  and 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  between  qualifications  of 
the  hours  of  one  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  voters  school  directors 
of  the  said  city,  qualified  as  hereinafter  defined,  shall  elect,  in

fourth  Friday  in  March,  they  shall  in  like  manner  elect  twelve 
citizens,  qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  serve  for  three  j^ears  from 
the  first  Thursday  in  April  next  following  such  annual  elec- 
tion; the  said  thirty-six  citizens  so  elected,  and  their  succes- 
sors dulj-  elected,  shall  thereafter  constitute  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  common  schools  of  the  city  of  Lancaster; 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  election  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  given  for  at  least  ten  days  preceding  such  election, 
by  advertisement  in  not  less  than  two  newspapers  published 
in  said  city. 

Section  3.  That  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  being  citizens  of 
the  commonwealth  of  Pennsj'lvania  and  of  the  United  States, 
who  shall  have  paid  a  school  tax  assessed  for  the  year  next 
preceding  the  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  annual 
elections  for  directors  of  the  common  schools ;  and  if  anj^  per- 
son not  so  qualified  shall  fraudulently  vote  at  any  such  elec- 
tion, or  if  any  other  person  knowing  the  want  of  such  qualifi- 
cation, shall  aid  or  procure  any  such  person  to  vote  at  any 
such  election,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  lie  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing three  months. 

Section  4.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  each  of  such  qualified  electors  shall  vote  for 
only  eighteen  citizens,  to  serve  as  directors  as  aforesaid,  six 
for  one  year,  six  for  two  years  and  six  for  tiiree  years;  and. 
the  thirty-six  qualified  citizens  receiving  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected;  and  at  the  annual 
elections  thereafter,  to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  directed,  each 
qualified  elector  shall  vote  for  ony  six  citizens  for  directors; 
and  the  twelve  citizens,  qualified  as  hereinbefore  mentioned^ 
receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  to  be 
elected. 

Section  5.  That  the  act  approved  the  tenth  day  of  April.

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Se)wJe  and  House  of  Hcpresen- 
totives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Fennsykvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
Duty  of  county  Tliat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  count}- 
commissioners,  ^f  Montgomery,  on  or  before  the  fii"st  daj'  of  June,  in  each 
and  every  year  hereafter,  to  make  duplicates  of  the  assess- 
ment of  taxes  for  state  and  county  purposes  and  deliver  the 
tame  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  together  with  a  certifi- 
cate under  their  liands  and  attested  by  their  clerk,  certifying 
that  the  taxes  charged  therein  have  been  duly  assessed  ac- 
cording to  law.

owner  or  owners  of  such  sheep  may  have  sustained,  and  shall 
make  a  return  of  the  same,  under  oath,  to  the  county  com- 
missioners, together  with  the  fact  that  from  the  evidence  be- 
fore the  said  appraisers  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  dog  or

Relating  to  the  public  roads  and  highways  of  Branch  township,  Schuyl- 
kill county. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  aidhority  of  the  same, 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  tax-payable  inhabitants  of  Ejection  of  su- 
Branch  township,  Schuylkill  county,  at  their  next  township  pervisor. 
election  for  supervisor  of  public  roads  and  highways  in  said 
township,  and  annually  thereafter,  to  elect  one  person  for 
supervisor,  to  serve  for  one  year;  said  year  always  to  end  on 
the  third  Saturday  in  March,  so  that  each  supervisor  must 
settle  up  all  contracts  made  by  him  during  his  term  of  office ; 
further,  that  the  supervisor  be  under  the  control  of  the  town- 
ship auditors. 

Section  2.  That  the  supervisor  shall,  on  or  before  the  fif-  r^^  ^iyi^e  roads 
teenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-  inta  sections, 
eight,  and  annually  thereafter,  within  fifteen  days  after  said 
election,  lay  off  and  divide  all  roads  made  and  ordered  to  be 
made  in  said  township  into  convenient  sections,  which  he 
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shall  number  and  describe  in  a  road  book,  in  which  he  shall 
enter  what  is  necessary  to  be  done  in  constructing  new  roads 
and  bridges,  and  in  repairing,  maintaining  and  improving 
roads  already  constructed ;  and  whenever  any  roads  shall  here- 
after be  ordered  to  be  made  in  said  township  they  shall  be 
laid  off  and  divided  in  the  same  manner;  that  the  said  con- 
tractor or  contractors  be  liable  for  all  damages  that  may 
occur  on  any  bridge  belonging  to  his  or  their  sections  of  road. 

Section  3.  That  when  the  said  supervisor  shall  have  laid 
oflF  said  roads  he  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  by  public  hand- 
bills, designating  a  time  and  place  or  places  where  he  will 
sell  at  public  sale  the  constructing  or  repairing  of  said  roads 
and  bridges,  at  which  time  and  place  or  places  the  said  super- 
visor shall  attend  and  proceed  to  sell  the  constructing  or  re- 
pairing of  said  roads  and  bridges,  one  section  at  a  time,  to 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  living  in  said  township :  Pro- 
vided., That  such  bidder  shall  give  satisfactory  security  to  the 
auditors  of  said  township  that  he  will  perform  the  work  ;  said 
auditors  shall  have  power  either  to  approve  or  reject  the  sale: 
And  ijrovided.  also.,  That  no  auditor  or  supervisor  of  said 
township  shall  be  interested  in  any  bid  for  said  work,  under 
a  penalty  of  at  least  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  4.  That  any  person  or  persons  purchasing  a  con- 
tract for  a  section  or  sections  of  roads  shall  write  his  name 
or  their  names  respectively  in  said  road  book,  opposite  to  the 
specification  so  purchased  or  contracted  for,  and  also  the 
amount  of  the  purchase  or  contract  price ;  whereupon  a  du- 
plicate copy  of  said  specification  and  contract  shall  be  fur- 
nished said  contractor,  duly  signed  by  said  supervisor  and 
auditors,  which  shall  constitute  a  binding  contract. 

Section  5.  That  said  specifications  shall  provide  that  all 
roads  shall  be  raised  in  the  middle  and  slope  gradually  each 
way  to  the  sides,  when  sufficient  ditches,  bridges  or  draining 
shall  be  kept  open  to  carry  off  the  water,  and  that  all  loose 
stones  shall  'be  removed  or  covered  with  earth,  and  to  keep  in 
good  repair  all  township  bridges  on  said  section ;  and  should 
any  contractor  neglect  to  fulfil  his  contrnct  according  to  said 
specifications,  upon  coiriplaint  being  made  to  the  supervisor, 
he  shall  proceed  to  examine  said  section  so  complained  of,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  and  if  he  deem  the  complaint  well  founded, 
shall  give  notice  to  the  party  or  parties  complained  of  to  put 
his  or  their  section  in  good  repair,  according  to  the  terms  of

Be  it  ena.cfed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eep^esen- 
tatives  of  the  Govimonvvalth  of  Penni<ylvama  in  Generat  Assem^ 
hty  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Christian  Seibert,  W.M.Faber,  Thomas  J.Craig,  George 
Vogeley,  Jr.,  D.  S.  Diffenbacher,  Peter  Keil,  Samuel  Rexstine, 
George  P.  Bare,  Adam  Hepler,  J.  G.  Shoemaker,  IS'icholas  P. 
Hacke  and  C.  A.  Limberg,  and  their  associates  and  succes- 
sors in  office,  are  hereby  incorporated  a  bodj^  politic  in  deed

Section  1 .  Be.  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Tlous^e  of  Eepresen- 
totives  of  the  Common  wealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Asi<em- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  avthority  of  the  same, 
That  John  V.  Painter,  Robert  P.  Crawford,  James  M.  Christy,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
iatives  of  the  Commomvealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  road  commissioners  of  any  township,  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Erie  and  Luzerne,  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby 
required,  upon  the  petition  of  the  owners  of  any  land  in  said

caused  by  such  ditch,  nor  shall  the  owner  or  occupier  of  lands 
not  benefitted  by  such  ditch  be  under  any  obligation  to  keep 
the  same  in  repair ;  but  the  person  or  persons  owning  lands

For  the  protection  of  farmers  and  owners  of  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and 
swine  along  the  line  of  railroads  in  the  county  of  Warren. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tativeso/ihe  Commoniveallhof  Penn><iiJraniain.  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  for  the  protection  of  farmers  and  owners  of  cattle,  horses, 
sheep  and  swine  residing-  along  the  line  of  any  railroad  now 
constructed  or  that  may  hereafter  be  constructed  in  the  county 
of  Warren,  all  railroad  companies,  when  railroads  are  com- 
pleted, and  on  which  they  are  now  running  trains  in  said 
county,  shall,  before  the  first  daj'^  of  September,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  construct  and  keep  in  re- 
pair, or  cause  to  be  constructed  and  kept  in  repair,  a  good  and 
sufficient  fence,  at  least  four  feet  high,  along  their  track,  ex- 
cept through  incorporated  boroughs  ;  and  also  construct  suffi- 
cient cattle-guards  at  all  road  crossings,  sufficient  to  prevent 
orderly  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  swine  from  straying  upon 
any  railroad  track  in  said  county  ;  and  all  railroads  that  ma}' 
hereafter  be  constructed  in  said  count}^,  are  hereby  required 
to  construct  such  fences  and  cattle-guards  before  running 
trains  thereon. 

Section  2.  If  any  railroad  company  in  said  count}'  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  complj^with  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
then  any  person,  after  giving  the  president,  any  director,  the

to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  together  with  ten 
per  centum  additional  to  the  actual  cost  of  building  such  fence 
and  cattle-guard,  to  be  sued  and  recovered  in  said  county  of 
Warren  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now 
recoverable.

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen 
lativea  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Peyinsylvania  in  General  Aa^em- 
bly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established,  in  or  adjacent 
to  the  borough  of  M'Keesport,  an  academy  and  female  semi- 
nar}' in  connection,  the  religious  instruction  in  Avhich  shall 
be  entirely  uhsectarian,  while  the  principles  of  pure  morality 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  shall  be  regularly  and  carefully  incul- 
cated ;  and  no  immoral  or  irreligious  person  shall  ever  have 
control  of  said  academy  and  female  seminary.

Section  1.  Bn  it  encuinl  hy  (he  flenatc  and  IIouhh  of  I't'prcf^cn- 
tatives  of  the  CommoinvcaJlh  of  Pennsiilranla  in  General  Aifsem- 
hhj  met,  and  it  is  hereby  eno.cted  hy  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Daniel  M'Henry,Aliims  Cole.. John  J.  Stiles,  John  Koons, 
I\.  S.  Patterson  and  Edward  Hughes  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out  and 
mark  a  state  road,  commencing  at  the  IJerwick  and  Towanda

One-half  of  all  fines  collected  through  the  in-  Fines, 
strumentalit}^  of  the  society  or  of  its  agents,  for  violations  of 
the  law,  shall  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  said  society. 

Section  8.  The  principal  office  of  the   society  shall   be  lo-  Offices, 
cated  in  the  city  of  rhiladeipliia,  with  full  power,  on  the  part 
of  the  society,  to  establish  and  locate  branches  at  any  place 
or  places  within  the  boundaries  of  the  state.

Authorizing  the  erection  of  a  poor  house  by  the  townships  of  North 
Abington,  South  Abingtou  and  Newton,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne. 

SECTia>f  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Ilonffe  of  Bepresen- 
iatujea  of  the  Cof,miomvea.(lh  of  Pennx-ii>-a?na  in  General  Assem- 
hlij  met,  and  it  is  Jierebi/  enacted  b//  the  authority  of  the  same. 
Commissioners.  That  Robert  Lewis,  of  tlie  township  of  Newton,  Aniasa 
Dean,  of  the  township  of  North  Abington,  and  Horace  B. 
Simrell,  of  the  township  of  South  Abington,  in  the  county 
of  Luzerne,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  or  a  majority  of  them,  as  soon  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  as  practicable,  to  determine  upon,  and  with 
the  assent  of  the  coiirt  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county, 
purchase  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  poor  of  the  townships  of  Newton, 
North  Abington  and  South  Abington  aforesaid;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to 
take  and  receive  proper  conveyances  therefor,  in  the  name 
and  for  the  use  of  the  corporation  mentioned  in  the  second 
section  of  this  act,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  conveyance 
to  execute,  in  the  name  of  said  corporation,  and  deliver  to 
the  vendor  or  vendors,  bonds  or  mortgages  upon  said  real 
estate,  to  secure  the  payment  of  so  much  of  the  purchase 
money  thereof  as  shall  then  remain  unpaid ;  and  also  to  erect 
thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommodation  and  keeping 
of  the  poor  of  said  townships;  and  they  are  also  authorized 
and  empowered  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may 
in  their  opinion  be  advisable  and  necessarj-,  not  exceeding 
ten  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding- 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  l)e  used  in  the  payment  of  the 
expense  of  purchasing  said  real  estate  and  erecting  said 
buikliugs,  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same  by  bonds 
and  mortgages  on  said  real  estate. 

Section  2.  Robert  Lewis,  Amasa  Dean  and  Horace  B. 
Simrell  are  hereby  constituted  directors  of  the  poor  in  the 
townships  aforesaid,  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  epialiiied,  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  they  and  their 
successors  in  office  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate in  law,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  whatever,  relative  to 
the  poor  of  said  townships,  and  shall  liave  perpetual  succes- 
sion, by  the  name,  stjde  and  title  of  the  Northern  Luzerne 
Poor  District,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  with  power  to  use  a  common  seal  in  busi- 
ness, and  renew  or  alter  the  same,  receive,  take  and  hold  any 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  yearly 
value  of  three  thousand  dollars;  to  erect  and  keep  in  proper 
condition  suitable  buildings  for  the  reception,  use,  accommo- 
dation and  employment  of  the  poor  of  said  townships,  and 
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to  provide  all  things  necessary  for  the  lodging,  maintenance 
and  employment  of  the  poor  of  said  townships. 

Section  3.  That  tlie  said  llobort  Lewis,  Amasa  Dean  and  Election  of  di- 
Horace  B.  Simrell  shall  continue  in  oihce  as  directors  until  rectors, 
the  March  election  of  one  thousnnd  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  when  the  qualified  electors  of  the  township  of  South 
Abington  shall  elect  one  person  to  serve  as  director  of  the 
poor  of  said  townships  for  the  term  or  period  of  three  years, 
the  said  Robert  Lewis  and  Amasa  Dean  holding  oA^er  until 
the  nsnal  March  election  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seA'enty,  when  the  qualified  electors  of  Newton  shall  elect  one 
person  to  serve  as  director  of  the  poor  of  said  township,  for 
the  term  or  period  of  three  years,  the  said  Amasa  Dean  again 
holding  over  until  the  usual  March  election  for  township  offi- 
cers of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one, 
when  the  qualified  electors  of  tlie  township  of  North  Abing- 
ton shall  elect  one  person  to  serve  as  director  of  the  poor  of 
said  townships  for  the  period  of  three  years ;  and  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  board  of  directors  of  the  poor  of  Vacancies  to  be 
said  township  by  failure  to  elect,  death,  resignation  or  other-  Mled  by  ciurt.

Section  5.  That  said  directors,  a  majorit}^  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  shall 
have  power  annually,  as  soon  after  the  returns  of  the  annual 
assessment  in  said  county  as  is  ^practicable,  laj^  a  rate  or 
assessment  upon  all  real  and  personal  estate,  trades  and  oc- 
cupations, and  all  other  matters  and  things  made  taxable 
under  existing  laws  for  state  and  county  purposes  in  the  town- 
ships aforesaid,  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  purchasing  the 
real  estate  as  referred  to  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  erect- 
ing said  buildings,  and  of  stocking  and  fitting  up  the  pro- 
perty of  the  corporation  for  the  proper  comfort  and  employ- 
ment of  the  poor  of  said  townships,  which  shall  be  the  same 
per  centum  in  all  of  said  townships,  and  shall  be  levied  on  the 
basis  of  the  last  adjusted  valuation  made  for  regulating  county 
rates  and  levies ;  and  having  caused  fair  duplicates  to  be  made, 
which  shall  be  signed  by  them,  shall  issue  their  warrant  to 
the  collector  of  tax,  therein  authorizing  and  requiring  him  to 
demand,  receive  and  collect  from  every  person  therein  named 
the  sum  wherewith  such  person  stands  charged,  in  the  manner 
and  by  the  same  process  as  poor  taxes  are  now  by  law  col- 
lectable; and  the  said  directors  shall  from  the  time  of  pro- 
viding by  them  of  said  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  said  poor,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and 
duties  which  overseers  of  the  poor  may  and  are  now  required 
by  law  to  exercise  and  perform  within  said  townships,  except 
so  far  as  such  acts,  duties  and  powers  are  herein  expressly 
prescribed  or  limited. 

Section  G.  That  said  directors  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be 
kept,  a  hools.  or  books,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the  name  or 
names,  the  age  and  sex  and  place  of  nativity  of  all  and  every 
poor  person  coming  from  either  of  townships  aforesaid,  to 
whom  they  shall  give  relief  in  the  poor  house  aforesaid  ;  and 
they  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  just  and  true  account  of 
the  cost  and  expense  of  maintaiuing  the  poor  admitted  into 
said  poor  house,  or  relieved  by  the  directors,  from  each  of  the 
said  townships  respectively, ;  and  the  directors  or  a  majority 
of  them  shall  have  power  annually,  as  soon  after  the  returns 
of  the  annual  assessment  in  said  county  as  is  practicable,  to  lay 
a  rate  or  assessment  upon  the  real  and  personal  estate,  trades 
and  occupations,  and  all  other  matters  and  things  made  tax- 
able for  state  and  county  purposes,  within  the  townships  re- 
spectively aforesaid,  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  maintain- 
ing the  poor  coining  from  each  of  townships  aforesaid  ;  which 
rate  shall  be  levied  upon  the  basis  of  the  last  adjusted  valua- 
tion made  for  regulating  coimty  rates  and  levies,  and  shall  uot, 
together  Avith  the  rate  for  which  provision  has  been  made  in 
the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  exceed  one  cent  on  the  dol- 
lar at  one  time  ;  and  having  caused  fair  duplicates  to  be  made 
of  such  assessment,  which  shall  be  signed  by  them,  shall  issue 
their  warrant  to  the  collector  of  such  tax,  therein  authorizing

That  said  directors  are  hereby  authorized  to  Work  to  be  per- 
provide  work  and  employment  for  such  poor  persons  as  may  formed  by  in- 
be  able  to  perform  any  labor  or  pursue  any  emplo^'^ment ;  and  mates. 
if  any  poor  person,  unless  bj'  reason  of  age,  infancy,  disease, 
infirmity  or  other  disability,  shall  refuse  to  perform  such  rea- 
sonable labor  or  service  as  shall  be  allotted  to  or  required  of 
him  or  her  by  said  directors,  such  person  or  persons  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  relief  or  assistance  during  such 
refusal,  and  shall  immediately  on  such  refusal  be  discharged 
from  said  poor  house. 

Section  11.  That  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  other  per-  When  overseer? 
sons  having  charge  of  the  poor  of  the  townships  aforesaid,  to  cease  acting. 
shall,  as  soon  as  notified  by  the  directors  in  the  manner  pro- 
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videcl  for  in  a  preceding  section  of  this  act,  cease  to  act  as 
overseers  of  the  poor  in  said  townships,  except  so  far  as  may 
be  necessary  to  settle,  adjust  and  close  their  accounts  as 
overseers  with  said  townships,  or  with  persons  with  whom 
they  have  transacted  business ;  and  they  shall,  upon  demand, 
deliver  to  the  said  directors  ti'an scripts  of  all  poor  taxes  re- 
maining unpaid  on  duplicates  in  their  hands,  together  with 
all  books,  orders,  papers  and  documents  pertaining  to  their 
oflice  as  overseer,  and  shall  also  pay  to  the  said  directors,  or 
to  the  treasurer  appointed  by  them,  all  the  moneys  unex- 
pended in  their  hands  belonging  to  the  said  township;  and 
the  said  directors  shall  forthwith  issue  their  warrant  to  the 
collector  for  the  collection  of  such  unpaid  poor  taxes,  which 
shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the 
collection  of  taxes  levied  by  said  directors. 

Section  12.  That  if  upon  a  final  settlement  of  said  over- 
seers of  the  townships  aforesaid  of  their  accounts  as  over- 
seers, any  balance  shall  be  found  due  them  or  either  of  them, 
the  said  balance  shall  be  certified  by  the  auditors  making- 
such  settlement ;  and  thereupon  the  said  directors  are  required 
to  issue  their  order  upon  the  treasi;rer  in  favor  of  such  over- 
seer or  overseers  for  the  amount  so  certified  to  be  due. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  directors  are  hereby  required 
3^ear]y,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  of  each  year,  to  make 
and  prepare  a  statement,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  show- 
ing the  income  of  said  real  estate  for  the  preceding  year,  as 
nearly  as  the  same  can  be  done ;  also  the  excess  of  expendi- 
tures over  and  above  said  income  during  the  preceding  year  ; 
the  amount  and  kind  of  personal  property  then  on  hand,  in- 
cluding grain,  stock,  hay,  farming  tools  and  conveniences ;  the 
number  of  persons  admitted  from  each  of  the  said  townships, 
and  the  number  discharged  belonging  to  each  towjiship  re- 
spectively, and  the  number  belonging  to  each  then  therein, 
the  length  of  time  each  of  the  said  persons  remained,  and  the 
age,  sex  and  nativity  of  each;  a  just,  correct  account  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  each  of  the  said  townships 
during  the  preceding  year;  which  statement  the  said  direc- 
tors shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  publish  in 
any  weekly  newspaper  pu.blished  in  said  county,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  receipts, 
disbursements  and  expenditures  of  said  corporation  during 
the  preceding  j-ear,  from  any  source  whatever,  or  for  any 
cause  or  purpose  whatsoever. 

Section  14.  That  the  senior  auditor  of  each  of  the  town- 
ships aforesaid  shall  jointly,  or  a  majority  of  them,  constitute 
a  board  of  auditors  to  settle  the  accounts  of  the  directors; 
aud  said  board  shall  meet  for  that  purpose  on  the  second 
Monday  of  January  of  each  year,  and  shall  receive  for  their 
services  each  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  every  day 
necessarily  spent,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  be- 
longing to  the  corporation. 

Section  16.  That  all  orders  issued  for  the  relief  of  any

therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repi-esen- 
iatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Wayne, 
in  the  county  of  Wayne,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  levy  and  collect  a  special  road  tax,  not  exceeding  in 
any  one  year  ten  mills  upon  the  dollar  upon  all  property  now 
by  law  made  taxable  for  road  purposes,  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding four  3^ears,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  old  and  new 
debts  contracted  in  constructing  and  repairing  the  roads  and 
l»ridges  in  said  borough.

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citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  in  such  manner,  however,  that 
QO  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

Helative  to  the  Luzerne  county  prison,  and  to  discharged  convicts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Represen- 
Mives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  new  prison  being  erected  by  the  commissioners  of  ^. 
the  county  of  Luzerne  shall,  when  completed,  be  known  by  '  ' 
the  name  of  the  Luzerne  County  Prison,  and  shall  be  man- 
aged by  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county,  and  two  b^  whom 
intelhgent  and  reputable  citizens  of  said  county,  to  be  ap-  mana-e^i. 
pointed  yeiirly,  or  oftener  if  necessary,  by  the  judges  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  and  who  shall  form 
a  board  to  be  called  prison  commissioners,  and  who  shall  take 
c.ha,rge  of  said  prison  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  That  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Rules  and  r-^-u 
government  of  said  prison,  are  hereby  enacted  and  established :  lations.       " 

Article  I — Prison  commissioners  and  their  duties. 

They  shall  hold  stated  meetings  once  a  month,  and  ad- 
journed and  special  meetings  whenever  necessary  ;  they  shall 
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aimuall}'  nominate,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  appoint  a  keeper  and  a  physician  for  the 
prison,  and  when  necessary'  a  matron,  and  such  under-keepersy 
except  one  to  be  appointed  by  the  keeper,  and  attendants  as 
may  be  required  in  and  about  the  prison,  and  shall  fix  their 
salaries  or  compensation  ;  a  majority  of  said  commissioners 
shall  constitute  a  board,  and  may  do  any  act  or  acts  required 
of  said  commissioners,  and  shall,  with  the  approbation  of  the- 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  make  such  rules  for 
the  internal  regulation  and  government  of  the  prison  as  shall 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
commonwealth  or  the  principles  of  separate  confinement  as 
set  forth  and  declared  b^^  this  act ;  the}^  shall  direct  the  man- 
ner in  whic-h  all  bedding,  clothing,  provisions  and  all  articles 
and  supplies  necessary  for  the  support  and  emplojanent  of 
the  persons  confined  in  said  prison  shall  be  purchased,  and 
also  the  sale  of  all  articles  manufactured  therein,  and  shall 
direct  the  manner  in  which  the  convicts  confined  in  said 
prison  shall  be  emplo^^ed ;  they  shall  determine  the  quantity 
and  the  kind  of  food  that  shall  be  furnished  dail}^  to  each 
person  confined  in  said  prison  and  the  debtors'  apartment ; 
they  shall  determine  the  bedding  of  all  convicts,  prisoners 
and  debtors,  the  form  and  color  of  the  uniform  of  male  con- 
victs, and  the  kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  female  convicts 
and  prisoners  in  summer  and  winter ;  they  shall,  at  least  by 
one  of  their  number,  visit  the  prison  and  department  for 
debtors  at  least  once  a  wx^ek,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  to  see 
that  the  duties  of  the  several  officers  and  attendants  are  cor- 
rectly and  strictly  performed,  and  to  prevent  all  oppression, 
peculation  or  other  abuse  or  mismanagement  of  said  prison  ; 
the}'  shall,  on  their  visit  to  the  cells  and  to  the  debtor  apart- 
ment, speak  to  each  person  confined  therein,  and  shall  not 
be  attended  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  unless  the 
said  officers  are  thereto  especially  required  by  them ;  they 
shall,  if  required,  be  furnished  by  the  keeper  with  a  calendar 
of  the  persons  confined  in  said  prison,  and  shall,  by  actual 
inspection,  see  whether  all  persons  named  in  said  calendar 
are  confined  in  the  respective  cells  and  apartments  assigned 
to  them,  and  the  convicts  employed  as  directed  ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  examine  any  person,  upon  oath  or  atfirmatioji, 
relative  to  any  abuse  or  oppression  in  said  prison,  or  other 
matter  within  the  purview  of  their  duties  ;  they  shall  at  all 
times,  after  the  annual  period  of  appointing,  have  power, 
with  the  approbation  of  two  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  the  president  being  one,  to  dismiss  the 
keeper,  matron  or  physician,  and  to  supply  vacancies  thus  or 
otherwise  occurring  ;  they  shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Mon- 
day of  the  first  term  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  every 
year,  make  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  said  court,  of  the  state 
of  said  prison  ;  the  report  shall  contain  the  number  of  pri- 
soners in  confinement,  their  age,  sex,  alleged  place  of  nativity, 
time  of  commitment,  for  what  ott'ence,  noticing  those  who  es- 
caped, died,  were  pardoned  or  discharged,  also  such  obser- 
vations on  the  efficiency  of  the  system  of  separate  confine- 
ment, as  may  be  the  result  of  their  experience,  aud  give  such 
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information  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  making  said 
prison  effectual  in  the  punishment  and  reformation  of  offend- 
ers ;  whereupon  tlie  said  court  may  take  such  order  on  said 
report  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  cause  said  report  to  be 
tiled  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  aforesaid. 

Article  II. — Keeper  and  his  duties. 

The  keeper  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  institution,  and  not 
absent  himself  for  a  night  without  the  consent  of  one  of  the 
commissioners,  in  writing;  he  shall  visit  every  cell  and  apart- 
ment, and  see  and  inspect  the  condition  of  every  person  con- 
tined  under  his  care,  at  least  twice  every  da}^,  and  oftener  if 
practicable,  and  when  visiting  the  departments  of  the  females 
shall  be  attended  by  the  matron  ;  he  shall  keep  a  journal,  into 
which  shall  be  regularly  entered  the  reception,  discharge, 
death,  pardon  or  escape  of  any  prisoner,  the  comi)laints  that 
are  made  and  the  punishments  inflicted  for  the  breach  of 
prison  discipline,  as  they  occur,  the  visits  of  commissioners 
and  physicians,  and  all  other  occurrences  of  note  that  con- 
cern the  state  of  the  prison  ;  he  shall,  with  the  advice  of  the 
commissioners,  appoint  one  under-keeper,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  commissioners  any  be  necessary,  and  dismiss  him  when- 
ever he  thinks  proper,  or  the  commissioners  direct  him  so  to 
do;  he  shall  report  all  infractions  of  the  rules  to  the  com- 
missioners, and  with  the  approbation  of  one  of  them,  punish 
the  offender  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  rules, 
to  be  enacted  by  the  commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for ;  he  shall  take  charge,  keep  and  preserve  all  money,  effects 
and  clothes  found  on  persons  brought  into  the  prison  to  be 
confined  as  convicts  or  prisoners,  and  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  them,  or  their  order,  when  discharged  ;  he  shall  see  that 
all  meals  are  regularly  delivered  to  the  prisoners,  according 
to  the  prison  allowance,  and  superintend  the  work  of  such  as 
are  employed ;  he  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the  physician 
whenever  any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness 
as  to  require  medical  aid  ;  he  shall  obey  all  legal  orders  given 
by  the  commissioners,  and  all  rules  established  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  said  prison,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  he  shall 
not  be  present  when  the  commissioners  make  their  stated 
visits  to  the  prisoners,  unless  thereto  required  by  the  com- 
missioners. 

Article  III. — Matron  and  her  duties. 

The  matron  shall  reside  in  the  prison  or  institution,  and 
not  absent  herself  for  a  night  without  the  consent  of  the 
keeper  and  one  of  the  commissioners,  in  writing ;  she  shall 
visit  ever}^  cell  and  apartment  occupied  b}^  the  females,  and 
see  and  inspect  the  condition  of  every  female  prisoner  at 
least  twice  every  day ;  she  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  keeper 
faithfully  informed  of  every  fact  of  importance  relative  to 
the  persons,  cells  and  all  other  matters  under  her  care ;  she 
shall  direct  the  labor  and  occupation  of  the  female  prisoners, 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  keeper,  and  give  such  in- 
struction as  may  tend  to  their  reformation  and  render  them 
useful  members  of  society. 
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Article  IV Under-keepers  and  their  duties. 

The  nndpr-keepers  shall  see  and  inspect  every  person  com- 
mitted to  their  cfire,  at  least  three  times  in  every  day,  and 
oftener  if  directed;  they  shall  see  that  all  meals  are  regnlai'ly 
delivered  to  the  prisoners,  according  to  the  prison  allowance, 
and  superintend,  under  the  general  direction  of  the  keeper, 
the  work  of  snch  as  are  employed  ;  they  shall  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  keeper,  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  physician,  when- 
ever any  person  confined  shall  complain  of  such  illness  as  to 
require  medical  aid ;  the  under-keepers  shall  have  each  a  cer- 
tain number  of  persons  confined  assigned  to  their  w^ard,  and 
shall  dailj'  report  to  the  keeper,  or  any  of  the  commissioners, 
and  request  them  to  visit  the  persons  confined  under  his  or 
her  particidar  care,  unless  they  obey  all  orders  given  by  the 
keeper  and  all  rules  established  for  the  government  of  the 
prison  ;  all  orders  to  the  male  under-keepers  must  be  given 
through  or  by  the  keeper,  and  to  the  female  keeper,  through 
or  by  the  keeper  or  matron  ;  they  shall  not  absent  themselves 
from  the  prison,  during  the  hours  of  dut}^  without  permission 
in  waiting  by  the  keeper. 

Article  V. — Physician  and  his  duties. 

The  physician  shall  visit  every  prisoner  once  in  ovayy  fort- 
night, and  oftener  if  the  state  of  his  or  her  health  shall  require 
it,  and  report  in  writing  once  quarter-yearly  to  the  commis- 
sioners ;  he  shall  attend  immediately,  on  notice  from  the 
keeper  that  an^^  prisoner  is  sick,  prescribe  and  administer  to 
their  need ;  he  shall,  on  the  reception  of  any  prisoner  into  the 
prison  as  a  convict,  if  present,  or  if  not  at  his  next  visit,  ex- 
amine the  state  of  his  or  her  health;  he  shall  direct  the  diet 
of  those  under  his  care,  as  well  as  all  such  other  matters  as 
in  his  judgment  will  best  promote  the  health  and  couvenienwj 
and  comfort  of  the  sick. 

Article  VI, — TreatiMent  ov  convicts. 

On  the  reception  of  a  convict  he  or  she  shall  be  examined 
by  the  keeper,  in  the  presence  of  any  of  the  commissioners 
who  may  be  present  and  the  under-keepers  who  can  conve- 
viently  attend,  of  his  or  her  name,  parentage,  alleged  place 
of  nativit}',  pi-ofession,  trade  or  occupation,  complexion, 
color  of  hair,  eyes,  height  and  length  of  his  or  her  feet,  accu- 
rately measured,  all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  together  with  such  other 
natural  or  accidental  marks  or  peculiarity  of  feature  or  ap- 
pearance as  may  serve  to  identify  the  person ;  and  if  the  con- 
vict can  write  he  or  she  shall  write  his  or  her  signature  to  the 
description  of  his  or  her  person;  he  or  she  shall  then  ])e  ex- 
amined by  the  physician,  if  present,  of  his  or  her  health,  then 
be  stripped  of  all  money,  eflects  and  clothes  on  their  jjcrsons, 
all  of  which  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  shall  be  kept,  preserved  and  delivered,  as 
herein  provided  for ;  he  or  she  shall  then  be  bathed,  cleaned 
and  clothed  in  the  uniform  of  the  prison,  and  conducted  to 
the  cell  assigned  him  or  her;  the  females,  if  advisable,  in  the 
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second  story  of  the  prison,  numericall}-  assigned,  by  wliieh 
number  lie  or  she  shall  hereafter  be  known  daring  his  or  her 
imprisonment;  no  convict  shall  be  allowed  the  nse  of  ardent 
spirits  in  any  form,  unless  under  the  special  direction  of  the 
attending  i)hysician,  nor  the  use  of  tobacco,  unless  so  di- 
rected by  the  commissioners,  or  be  permitted  to  receive  any 
thing  but  the  prison  allowance;  and  if  any  person  shall  sup- 
ply or  attempt  to  supply  a  convict  with  any  article  by  this 
clause  forbidden,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty  uor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  if  an  otHcer 
or  keeper, be  dismissed;  no  convict  shall  be  discharged  whilst 
laboring  under  a  dangerous  disease,  although  entitled  thereto, 
unless  by  their  own  desire;  the  uniform  of  the  male  convicts 
shall  be  a  jacket  and  trowsers  of  cloth  of  warm  material  for 
the  winter,  and  lighter  material  for  the  summer;  the  form 
and  color  shall  be  determined  by  the  commissioners ;  and  the 
kind  of  dress  to  be  worn  by  the  female  convicts  in  summer 
and  winter  fixed  on  as  hereinbefore  provided  for;  two  changes 
of  linen  shall  be  furnished  to  each  convict  every  week  in  sum- 
mer and  one  in  winter;  when  a  convict  shall  be  discharged 
by  the  expiration  of  his  or  her  time  of  imprisonment  or  by 
pardon,  the  clothes  belonging  to  the  prison  shall  be  taken  oft', 
and  those  belonging  to  the  convict  restored,  together  with 
an}'  mt)}iey  or  eti'ects  taken  from  him  or  her  at  the  time  of  re- 
ception into  prison  as  hereinbefore  provided  for ;  if  he  or  she 
shall  not  possess  any  mone^'  or  suitable  clothing,  the  com- 
missioners shall  provide  them  with  what  in  their  judgment 
may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  in  money  and  clothing  five 
dollars  in  amount. 

Article  YII. — Treatment  of  prisoners,  debtors  excepted. 

On  the  reception  of  anj^  person  for  imprisonmsnt  in  said 
prison,  committed  to  await  his  or  her  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be 
examined  by  the  keeper,  in  the  presence  of  the  officer  or  other 
person  delivering  said  prisoner,  and  any  of  the  commission- 
ers who  may  be  present,  and  those  of  the  under-keepers  who 
can  conveniently  attend,  and  deprived  of  all  money  and 
effects,  clothing  excepted,  on  their  person,  all  of  which  shall 
be  entered  of  record  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
which  money  and  efiects  shall  be  kept,  preserved  and  deliv- 
ered as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
keeper  and  attested  by  the  aforesaid  persons,  who  may  be 
present  at  the  aforesaid  examination  and  deprivation  of  him 
or  her  as  aforesaid;  he  or  she  shall  then,  if  necessary,  be 
bathed  and  cleaned,  and  conducted  to  the  cell  assigned  him 
or  her,  the  females,  if  advisable  and  practicable,  in  the  second 
story  of  the  prison,  numerically  designated,  by  which  num- 
ber he  or  she  shall  thereafter  be  known  during  his  or  her  im- 
prisonment; they  shall  be  provided,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioners  it  is  necessary  for  their  comfort,  with  suitable 
clothing,  to  be  worn  while  in  prison ;  they  shall  be  subject  to 
such  rules  as  the  commissioners  may  adopt,  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  provided,  for  the  preservation  of  cleanliness,  de-  ♦ 

corum  and  order  in  the  cells  among  the  prisoners,  and  may 
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be  pimished  by  closer  confinement  and  deprivation  of  food, 
until  obedience  is  submitted  to;  no  prisoner  shall  be  dis- 
chara:ed  whilst  laboring  under  a  dangerous  illness,  unless  bj^ 
his  own  desire;  two  changes  of  linen  shall  be  furnished  each 
prisoner  every  week  in  snminer,  and  one  in  winter;  when  a 
prisoner  shall  be  discharged  from  imprisonment,  the  money 
and  effects  of  which  he  or  she  was  deprived  when  received 
into  prison, shall  be  restored  as  hereinbefore  provided  for:  Pro- 
vided however^  That  such  persous  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
labor,  unless  at  their  own  desire;  and  should  any  desire  it,  he 
or  she  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  be  put  to  such  labor  as 
shall  be  in  practice  in  said  prison ;  and  in  case  of  acquittal 
on  trial,  he  or  she  shall  be  paid  for  their  labor  by  the  com- 
missioners, out  of  the  funds  of  the  county,  such  sum  as  the 
commissioners  shall  judge  he  or  she  is  in  equity  entitled  to: 
Provided  also,  That  any  such  person  shall,  at  his  or  her  ex- 
pense, have  the  privilege  of  books  to  read  and  materials  to 
write,  subject  nevertheless  to  such  instructions  as  the  com- 
missioners ma}'  enact,  by  rules  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore 
proA' ided  for. 

Article  Vlll. — Visitors. 

The  official  visitors  of  the  prison  shall  be  the  governor, 
the  members  of  the  legislature,  the  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth, the  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  president  and 
associate  judges,  attorney  general,  district  attorney,  grand 
juries,  commissioners  and  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Luzerne; 
no  person  who  is  not  an  oflflcial  visitor,  or  has  not  written 
permission,  according  to  such  rules  as  the  commissioners 
may  adopt  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  the  prison, 
except  attorneys  at  law,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  their 
clients  confined  for  trial ;  none  but  the  official  visitors  shall 
have  any  communication  with  the  convicts,  nor  shall  any 
visitor  whatever  be  permitted  to  deliver  to  or  receive  from 
any  convict,  or  anj'  other  person  confined,  an}^  letter  or  mes- 
sage whatever,  or  to  suppl}'  them  with  any  article  of  any 
kind,  excepting  such  letters  or  messages  to  or  from  persons 
confined  for  trial  as  shall  first  be  submitted  or  communicated 
to  the  keeper  or  one  of  the  commissioners,  and  by  him  ap- 
proved of,  under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  any 
visitor  who  shall  discover  any  abuse  in  practice  of  law  or 
oppression,  shall  immediatel}'  make  the  same  known  to  the 
board  of  commissioners,  or  to  the  judges  of  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions,  if  any  of  the  commissioners  are  implicated.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  o^  Appointment  of 
Allegheny  county,  as  soon  as  convenient  before  the  first  day  two  magistrates 
of  Ma}^,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-  to  hear  and  de- 
eight,  and  annually  thereafter,  in  the  month  of  April,  to  de-  termine  certain

Be  it  enacted  by  f-he  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
fatives  of  the  Commonweal fJi  of  Benvsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
My  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  councils  of  the  cities  of  Pitts-burg  and  Allegheny 
shall  annually,  at  the  time  of  electing  other  city  officers,  elect 
a  competent  citizen  to  be  inspector  of  salt  in  their  respective 
cities,  whose  dot}'  it  shall  be  to  inspect,  examine,  prove,  as- 
certain and  determine  the  quality  as  to  purity  and  the  con- 
tents by  weight  of  each  barrel,  bag  or  sack  of  salt  offered  for 
sale  in  their  respective  cities;  and  upon  such  inspection  shall 
brand,  stamp  or  mark  upon  each  and  every  barrel,  bag  or

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  by  this  act  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  two  fair 
and  accurate  drafts  or  maps  of  the  survey  of  or  location  of 
said  road,  noting  courses  and  distances  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  serve  to  explain  the  same,  with  a  written  state- 
ment annexed  of  any  road  or  part  of  a  road  vacated  by  them ; 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  in  each  of  said  counties  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  December  next ;  and  thereafter  said  road 
shall  be  a  public  higwway  and  be  maintained  and  worked  as 
such  by  the  supervisors  of  the  roads. 

Section  4.  The  commissioners  shall  proceed  as  soon  as 
practicable  to  discharge  the  duties  enjoined  bj^  this  act;  and 
if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  their  number  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, failure  to  take  the  prescribed  oath  or  affirmation,  or 
otherwise,  the  vacancy  may  be  supplied  by  the  remaining 
commissioner  or  commissioners  by  selecting  a  suitable  person 
or  persons  in  his  or  their  stead,  and  the  person  or  persons  so 
selected  shall  have  the  like  powers  as  if  named  as  one  of  the 
commissioners  in  this  act. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  have  or  ma}- 
have  road  taxes  to  pay  in  any  township  or  townships  in 
which  said  road  may  be  laid,  may  elect  to  have  said  taxes  ap- 
plied to  the  opening,  working  and  maintaining  said  road;  and 
upon  notifying  any  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  this 
act  and  the  supervisor  or  supervisors  of  roads  in  which  said 
taxes  are  or  may  be  pa5^al)le,  that  he  or  they  have  so  elected, 
the  said  taxes  of  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  applied  to 
that  purpose  in  accordance  with  such  election ;  and  the  re- 
ceipt or  certificate  of  any  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed 
by  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  that  said  taxes  or  any 
part  thereof  have  been  applied  in  the  opening,  working  or 
maintaining  in  repair  said  road,  or  has  been  received  b}'  him 
or  them  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  to  the  person  or  persons 
pa3'ing  the  same  (by  work  or  otherwise)  a  full  discharge  from

in  auditing  and  settling  the  accounts  of  the  supci'visors.

Providing  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes  in  the  borough  of 
Wellsboro',  in  the  county  of  Tioga. 

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hous^e  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commoyiwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  treasurer  of 
the  borough  of  Wellsboro',  in  the  county  of  Tioga,  or  either 
of  them,  sliall  be  receivers  or  receiver  of  taxes  for  the  said

That  the  said  Bonner  Live  Stock  Insurance 
Company  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all  and  every  insu- 
rance pertaining  to  or  connected  with  the  risks  of  the  lives  of 
horses,  mules  and  neat  cattle,  and  insure  against  death  by  ac- 
cident or  disease,  and  to  make,  execute  and  perfect  such  and 
so  mau}^  contracts,  bargains,  agreements  and  policies  as  shall 
or  may  be  required;  and  every  such  contract,  agreement  and 
policy  made  by  said  corporation  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  attested  by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  the  com- 
pany thereunto  affixed;  and  all  applications  must  be  signed 
by  the  party  insured. 

The  president  and  directors  shall,  at  such  time 
as  they  think  proper,  fix  such  rates  of  insurance  and  inciden- 
tal charges  and  fees  as  maybe  deemed  equitable  and  just;

policies ;  and  no  premiums  so  paid  shall  ever  be  withdrawn 
from  the  company  during  the  continuance  of  its  charter.

Section  4.  The  commissioners  shall,  Avitliin  ten  days  after

and  issued,  with  warrant  attached  for  the  collection  of  the 
same: 

And  whereas.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  refused  to  pay  said 
tax  assessed,  and  a  meeting  being  called  by  due  notice  given, 
it  was  resolved  to  collect  by  law^;  suits  were  brought  against 
each  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  said  tax;  the  counsel  on 
the  part  of  said  township  having  doubts  of  the  legality  of 
said  proceedings,  withdrew  the  suits  upon  the  grounds  that

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresen- 
taiiv::.<;  <fthe  CommoniveaUh  of  Pennny'i-aina  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  boundaries  of  the  Fairmount  park,  in  the  city  of  Boundaries  of 
Philadelphia,  shall  be  the  following,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  Fairmount  park 
point  in  the  north-easterly  line  of  property,  owned  and  occu-  defined. 
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jDied  by  the  Reading-  Railroad  Compaii}-,  near  tlie  city  bridge 
over  the  riAxr  Schuylkill  at  the  falls,  where  said  north-easterly 
line  is  intersected  by  the  line  dividing  property  of  H.  Dulir- 
ing  from  that  of  F.  Stoever  and  T.  Johnson  ;  extending  from

ward along  the  boundary  of  said  park  to  the  river  Schuylkill. 
Section  8.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
commissioners,  park  shall  extend  to  the  breadth  of  the  footway  next  the  park, 
how  far  to  es-  jj^  ^^^  avenues  or  streets  which  shall  bound  upon  the  park, 
and  they  shall  direct  the  manner  in  which  such  footways  shall 
be  laid  out,  curbed,  paved,  planted  and  ornamented,  which 
footways  shall  not  be  less  than  tv/enty  feet  in  width  on  any 
avenue  or  street  of  the  wadth  of  one  hundred  feet,  and  of  like 
proportion  upon  c^uy  street  or  avenue  of  a  greater  or  less  width, 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  commissioners. 

Section  9.  The  said  park  commissioners  or  jury,  who  shall 
assess  the  compensation  to  the  ow-ners  for  the  ground  taken, 
shall  ascertain  and  make  compensation  for  buildings  as  well 
as  the  ground  taken ;  but  all  buildings  and  machinery  and 
fixtures  not  required  by  the  park  commission  shall  be  removed 
by  the  owners  thereof  whenever  pa^'ment  of  the  compensa- 
tion aw^arded  them  shall  be  made  or  tendered  to  them,  and 
upon  such  payment  or  tender  the  park  commissioners  shall 
forthwith  take  possessiwi  of  the  premises  ;  if  any  owaier  or 
lessee  of  ground  taken  cannot  be  found,  notice  of  the  taking 
and  valuation  of  his  land  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in 
two  daily  papers  published  in  Philadelphia  six  times,  and  in 
the  Legal  Intelligencer  twice,  and  the  amount  awarded  in 
such  case  to  the  owner  or  lessee  shall  remain  in  the  city  trea- 
sury until  such  owner  shall  produce  the  decree  of  the  court 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  ordering  the  said  moneys 
to  be  paid  to  him  or  his  legal  representatives. 

Section  10.  The  said  commissioners  and  jur}'  may  make 
partial  or  special  reports  from  time  to  time  to  the  court  as 
make  partial  or  they  may  be  ready  to  do  so,  and  the  court  may  act  upon  such 
special  reports.  I'eports  separately,  and  the  powers  of  the  jury  shall  continue, 
unless  limited  by  the  court  or  they  be  required  by  the  court 
to  make  report,  until  the}^  shall  have  reported  on  all  the  cases 
on  which  they  have  been  appointed,  although  a  term  or  terms 
of  the  courts  shall  have  intervened;  and  jurors,  not  to  exceed 
six  in  numl)e.r.  may  be  appointed  upon  one  or  more  cases  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  the  court  made ;  and  whenever  any 
report  of  the  said  commissioners  or  of  the  jury  shall  have  been

park,  and  for  the  laying  out  and  construction  thereof  for  pub-    ""'  '^' 
lie  use,  for  the  permanent  care  and  improvement  thereof,  and 
for  all  culverts  and  other  means  for  preserving  the  Schuylkill 
water  pure  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  said  city,  and   sliall 
annually  assess  taxes  for  keeping  in  repair  and  good  order 
the  said  park,  and  shall  also  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  all  said  loans  and  the  usual  sinking  fund  for  the 
redemption  thereof. 

Section  12.  The  said  park  commissioners  shall  from  time  Commis-iioiit-rr 
to  time  appoint  such  otiicers,  agents  and  subordinates  as  they  to  appomt  ofii- 
may  deem' necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  the  act  cfrs,  ageiit3,&c.

thereof  b}^  deeds,  to  be  signed  by  the  mayor  under  the  seal 
of  the  city,  to  be  affixed  by  direction  of  councils,  either  for 
cash  or  part  cash,  and  part  to  be  secured  by  bond  and  mort- 
gage to  the  city,  pajdng  all  cash  into  the  city  treasuiy:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  Proviso, 
sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  loan  created  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act:  Provided  also,  That  no  commissioner  Pioviso. 
nor  an}'  officer  under  the  park  commission  shall  in  any  wise

Section  16.  All  houses  and  bnilding-s  now  built  or  to  be 
built  on  any  part  of  the  park  grounds,  by  or  for  boat  or 
skating  clubs,  or  zoological  or  other  purposes,  shall  be  taken 
to  have  rights  subordinate  to  the  public  purposes  intended 
to  be  subserved  by  acquiring  and  laying  oat  the  park,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  said  park  commissioners 
under  licenses,  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  com.mission 
and  signed  by  the  i)rcsident  and  secretary,  and  will  subject 
them  to  their  supervision  and  to  removal  or  surrender  to  the 
city  whensoever  the  said  commissioners  may  require. 

Section  17.  The  said  park  commissioners  shall  have  power 
to  accept  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia 
devises,  bequests  and  donations  of  lands,  moneys,  objects  of 
art  and  natural  histor}^,  maps  and  books,  or  other  things, 
upon  such  trusts  as  may  be  prescribed  b}''  the  testator  or 
donor:  Provided,  Such  trusts  be  satisfactory  to  the  commis- 
sion and  compatible  with  the  purposes  of  said  park. 

Section  18.  Xone  of  the  park  commissioners  nor  any  per- 
son employed  by  them  shall  have  power  to  create  any  debt  or 
obligation  to  bind  said  board  of  commissioners,  except  by  the 
express  authority  of  the  said  commissioners  at  a  meeting  duly 
convened. 

Section  19.  The  said  park  commissioners  shall  have  the 
power  to  govern,  manage,  lay  out,  plant  and  ornament  the 
said  Fairmount  park,  and  to  maintain  the  same  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  to  construct  all  proper  bridges,  buildings, 
railways  and  other  improvements  therein,  and  to  repress  all 
disorders  therein  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained. 

Section  20.  That  the  said  park  commissioners  shall  have 
authority  to  license  the  laying-  down  and  the  use  for  a  term 
of  years  from  time  to  time  of  such  passenger  railwa3's  as  they 
may  think  will  comport  with  the  use  and  enjojauent  of  the 
said  park  by  the  public,  upon  such  terms  as  said  commission- 
ers may  agree,  all  emoluments  from  which  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury'. 

Section  21.  The  said  park  shall  be  under  the  following 
rules  and  regulations,  and  such  others  as  the  park  commis- 
sioners may  from  time  to  time  ordain : 

I.  No  person  shall  turn  cattle,  goats,  swine,  horses  or  other 
animals  loose  into  the  park. 

II.  No  person  shall  cany  fire  arms  or  shoot  birds  in  the 
park  or  within  fifty  yards  thereof,  or  throw  stons  or  other 
missiles  therein. 

III.  No  one  shall  cut,  break,  or  in  anywise  injure  or  deface 
the  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  turf,  or  any  of  the  buildings,  fences, 
structures  or  statuary,  or  foul  any  fountains  or  springs  within 
the  park. 

IV.  No  person  shall  drive  or  ride  therein  at  a  rate  exceed- 
ing seven  miles  an  hour. 

V.  No  one  shall  ride  or  drive  therein  upon  an}^  other  than 
upon  the  avenues  and  roads. 

VI.  No  coach  or  vehicle  used  for  hire  shall  stand  upon  any 
part  of  the  park  for  tlie  purpose  of  hire,  nor  except  in  wait- 
ing for  persons  takeji  by  it  into  the  park,  unless,  in  either 
case,  at  points  designated  by  the  commission. 
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VII.  No  wagon  or  vehicle  of  burden  or  traflic  shall  pass 
through  the  park,  except  upon  such  road  or  avenue  as  shall 
be  designated  by  the  park  commissioners  for  burden  trans- 
portation. 

YIII.  No  street  railroad  car  shall  come  within  tlie  lines  of 
the  park  without  the  license  of  tlie  i)ark  commission.

X.  No  person  shall  take  ice  from  the  Schuylkill  within  the 
park  without  the  license  of  the  said  commission  first  had, 
upon  such  terms  as  they  nia}^  think  proper. 

XI.  No  threatening,  abusive,  insulting  or  indecent  lan- 
guage shall  be  allowed  in  the  park. 

XII.  No  gaming  shall  be  allowed  therein,  nor  any  obscene 
or  indecent  act  therein. 

XIII.  No  person  shall  go  in  to  bathe  within  the  park. 

XIV.  No  person  shall  fish  or  disturb  the  water-fowl  in  the 
pool  or  any  pond,  or  birds  in  any  part  of  the  park,  nor  dis- 
charge any  tire-works  therein,  nor  affix  any  bills  or  notices 
therein. 

XV.  No  person  shall  have  any  musical,  theatrical  or  other 
entertainment  therein  without  the  license  of  the  park  com- 
missioners. 

XVI.  No  person  shall  enter  or  leave  the  park  except  by 
such  gates  or  avenues  as  may  be  for  such  purpose  arranged. 

XVII.  No  gathering  or  meeting  of  any  kind  assembled 
through  advertisement  shall  be  permitted  in  the  park  without 
the  previous  permission  of  the  commission,  nor  shall  any 
gathering  or  meeting  for  political  purposes  in  the  park  be 
permitted  under  any  circumstances. 

XVIII.  That  no  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  allowed  to  be 
sold  within  said  park. 

Section  22.  Any   person  who   shall  violate   any   of    said  penalty  for  vio- 
rules  and  regulations,  and  any  others  which  shall  bcoi'daiued  lating  rules  and

the  first  election  had  as  aforesaid,  and  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  in  every  succeeding  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  rules  and  orders  of  the  said  company,  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the  de- 
termination of  any  question  affecting  the  interest  of  said 
company. 

Section  5.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  procure  Certificates  for 
certificates  for  all  the  shares  of  stock  in  said  company,  which  shares  of  stock. 
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shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  corporation ;  and 
each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled  to  one  such  certificate  for 
each  share  by  him  subscribed  for,  on  paying  to  the  treasurer 
in  part  of  the  sum  due  thereon  five  dollars  on  each  share  ; 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  either  by  the  owner  in 
person  or  by  attorney  dul}^  authorized  in  the  presence  of  the 
president  or  the  treasurer  for  the  time  being,  subject  however 
to  the  payments  due  or  that  may  become  due  thereon;  and 
the  person  to  whom  such  transfer  shall  be  made  shall  stand 
in  the  place  of  the  former  holder  of  the  certificate,  and  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  privileges  in  the  company. 

Section  6.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at 
such  times  and  places,  and  shall  be  convened  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  agreed  on  for  transacting  the  business  of  the 
company;  at  which  meeting  a  majorit}' shall  be  a  quorum, 
who  in  the  absence  of  the  president  shall  choose  a  chairman 
pro  tern.,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  fairly 
entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose ;  and  a  cpiorum 
being  met  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint 
such  engineers,  assistants  and  workmen  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary  to  the  erection  of  said  bridge,  and  they  shall  fix 
their  salary  and  wages ;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  make 
contracts,  to  ascertain  the  times,  manner  and  proportions  in 
which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  re- 
spective shares,  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money 
necessary  to  pay  the  salaries,  wages  an.d  bills  for  work  done 
and  labor  performed  or  materials  furnished ;  which  orders 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  b}'^  a  ma- 
jority of  the  quorum,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  and 
to  do  and  transact  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by 
this  act  or  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company  shall  be  committed 
to  them. 

Section  7.  That  if  any  stockholder,  after  thirty  days'  no- 
tice, in  manner  aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
the  payment  of  any  proportion,  dividend  or  instalment  of 
said  capital  stock  still  due  on  each  .share,  shall  neglect  to  pay 
the  same  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  day  whereon

Section  10.  That  the  president  and  managers  of  said  com- 
pany shall  keep  fair  and  just  accounts  of  all  monej^s  received

said  bridge,  a  list  of  the  rates  of  toll :  Provided  also,  That 
the  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  injure  or  obstruct 
in  any  manner  the  navigation  of  the  Susquehanna  river. 

Section  12.  That  if  the  said  company,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  or  any  person  emplo^^ed  for  them,  shall  collect  or 
demand  any  greater  rate  or  prices  for  passing  over  said  bridge 
than  what  is  prescribed  in  the  list  of  tolls  put  up  at  the  gate 
as  aforesaid,  or  neglect  to  keep  said  bridge  in  repair,  he  or 
they  shall  forfeit,  for  every  such  ofience,  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  debts  of  a  similar  amount  are  re- 
covered, one-half  to  be  paid  to  the  county  and  the  other  half 
to  the  person  who  maj-  sue  for  the  same. 

Section  13.  That  the  said  president,  managers  and  com- 
pany shall  keep  a  just  account  of  all  moneys  received  b}' their 
several  collectors  of  tolls  for  crossing  the  said  bridge ;  and 
after  deducting  all  contingent  costs  and  charges,  and  such 
prui»ortiou  of  the  income  as  may  be  sufficient  for  a  fund  to 
provide  against  the  decay,  the  repairing  and  re-building  of 
the  said  bridge,  that  time  and  accident  may  render  necessary, 
they  shall  declare  and  make  a  dividend  of  the  balance,  and

obstruct  or  impede  the  passage  on  or  over  the  said  bridge  or 
any  part  or  parts  thereof,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending  shall 
each  of  them  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  and  every  offence,  to 
the  said  company  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as 
other  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable,  and  be  imprisoned 
in  the  jail  of  the  proper  count}^  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ; 
and  if  any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  carrying  any  lighted  cigar 
or  pipe,  or  of  carrying  fire  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  over 
said  bridge,  except  in  a  lantern  or  in  some  vessel  secured  so 
that  the  probability  of  setting  fire  to  said  bridge  shall  be  fully 
prevented,  or  shall  discharge  au}^  pistol  or  gun  or  any  fire-

Section  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsijlraniain  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Furman  Field,  Hepburn  M'Clure,  Edwin  Y.  Wingard, 
Henry  C.  Parsons,  Edmund  S.  Bowen  and  John  B.  Beck,  and 
such  other  persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  them,  their

Section  1.  jye  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rejyresen- 
tatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  shares  of 
stock  held  by  any  stockholder  in  any  institution  or  company 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  which  in  its  corpo- 
rate capacity  is  liable  to  and  pa3-s  into  the  state  treasury  the 
tax  on  capital  stock  imposed  by  the  act,  approved  April 
twelfth,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
nine,  entitled  "An  Act  to  equalize  taxation  upon  corpora- 
tions," shall  not  be  taxable  in  the  hands  of  said  stockholder 
personally  for  state,  count}^  or  local  purposes;  and  so  much 
of  the  thirtj^-secoud  section  of  the  act,  approved  April  twenty-
